In today 's debate, charges were 
made that OPA's pricin g policies 
have helped create the buildin g 
materials shortage. 
Sen ator McClellan (D-Ark) told 
his colleagues “the reason for the 
lumber shortage is the failure of 
OPA to get together with the in ­ 
dustry on a price which will per­ 
mit production .” 
P rotest By W herry 
Similarly , Sen ator Wherry (R- 
Neb.) protested that “we haven 't 
given in dustry a chan ce to produce 
lumber or bricks or other m ater­ 
ials because of our pricin g policy . 
We're takin g the in cen tive route 
without givin g private en terprise 
a chan ce.” 
Blamin g Chester Bowles, former 
OPA head an d n ow stabilization 
director, Wherry deman ded: “Get 
him out of office.” 
Democratic Leader Barkley of 
Ken tucky took person al charge of 
steerin g to passage the measure 
aimed at gettin g 2,700,000 addi­ 
tion al homes built in 19 46 an d 
19 47. 
He defen ded the in cen tive pay ­ 
men ts as a plan which would per­ 
mit 
sale 
of 
homes 
about $500 
cheaper, on the average, than they 
would cost if prices were raised to 
stimulate 
production 
of buildin g 
materials. 
Barkley argued, too, that hous­ 
in g expediter Wilson Wy att could 
start pay in g subsidies, or premium 
pay men ts, without delay whereas 


i there would have to be a len gthy 
in vestigation 
to 
determin e 
how 
much prices should be raised. 
Sen ator Salton stall (R-Mass) re­ 
torted that Wy att would have to 
make a similar in vestigation to 
determin e 
what 
subsidies 
were 
n eeded, or else he would “just 
throw govern men t mon ey .'’ 
When Sen ator Van den berg (R- 
Mich) wan ted to kn ow how the 
$600,000,000 figure was reached, 
Barkley said housin g agen cies had 
survey ed the situation an d decided 
that was an “appropriate sum.'’ 
The gen eral debate delay ed votes 
on several poin ts of con troversy . 
On e is a move by Sen ator Cape- 
hart (R-In d) to halve the S600,- 
000,000 fun d. 
Republican s also plan n ed an a- 
tempt to take out a provision per­ 
mittin g Wy att to guaran tee a m ar­ 
ket for prefabricated houses. 
Other main provision s of 
measure in clude: 
A billion -dollar in crease in 
govern men t’s authorization to 
sure home mortgages. 
Ceilin g prices on both n ew an d 
existin g homes an d on buildin g 
lots. 
Authority un til Dec. 31, 19 47, 
for Wy att to con trol use of build­ 
in g materials so as to chan n el sup­ 
plies to housin g rather than other 
ty pes of con struction .
